The  elements  seem  to  be  In  a  conspiracy  of  vengance 
against  mankind  this  year. 

Tornadoes,  hurricanes,  freak  electrical  storms,  floods 
and  a  thousand  odd  quirks  of  nature  have  shown  up  re¬ 
cently  to  remind  us  of  the  frightful  forces,  all  about  us. 

Tornado  funnels,  like  the  one  above  which  swept 
across  the  plains  near  Manhattan,  Kansas,  have  ap¬ 
peared  again  and  again  during  the  spring  and  summer 
wantonly  wiping  out  life  and  property.

In  all  of  the  fearful,  frightful,  bewildering  possibili¬ 
ties  of  this  life  it  is  reassuring  for  the  Christian  to  know 
that  “behind  the  dim  unknown  standeth  God  within  the 
shadows,  keeping  watch  over  his  own.” 

,  That  God  does  take  a  direct  hand  in  the  smaller,  local 
affairs  of  men,  we  are  sure.  The  Bible  tells  us  so.  Prayer  is 
the  urgent  invitation  for  Him  to  do  so.

Rev.  Alanson  Lee  O'Bryant. 
87,  retired  Baptist  minister  of 
Grenada,  died  in  the  Grenada 
hospital  early  Saturday-  morn¬ 
ing,  after  a  prolonged  illness. 

He  was  the  organizer  of  sev¬ 
eral  Baptist  churches  in  the 
state,  was  a  leader  in  the  found¬ 
ing  of  Mississippi  Women’s  CoL 
lege,  and  was  the  father-in-law 
of  the  late  novelist  James 
Street.

He  was  born  in  Attala  coun¬ 
ty,  a  son  of  the  late  John  Rich¬ 
ard  and  Louisa  Jane  Nash 
O’Bryant.  He.-  was  graduated 
from  Mississippi  College  in 
1898,  after  which  he  entered  the 
Southern  Baptist  Seminary  at 
Louisville,  Ky.  He  was  mar¬ 
ried  to  Miss  Lucy  Jennings  of 
Hardy  in  1898. 

His  most  outstanding  service 
was  at  Hattiesburg,  where  he 
organized  the  Immanuel  Bap¬ 
tist  Church  and  partly  through 
his  efforts  there,  the  Missis¬ 
sippi  Woman's  College  was 
founded  in  1911.  He  taught 
Bible  there  for  several  years 
and  was  awarded  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Divinity  by  that  in¬ 
stitution.  * 

From  1940  to  1945,  he  served 
as  chaplain  at  the  Mississippi 
State  penitentiary  at  Parch- 
man,  where  his  evangelistic 
work  with  the  inmates  was  out¬ 
standing.  Upon  his  retirement 
from  the  active  ministry,  he 
and  Mrs.  O'Bryant  came  to 
Grenada  to  make  their  home. 
Until  his  final  illness,  he  served 
as  chaplain  of  the  Grenada  hos¬
